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In response to the Office Action dated February 6, 2007, Applicants hereby 
provisionally elect Species II, directed to Figure 4. Claims 1 , 2 and 5-1 1 read on such 
species. This election is made without prejudice to or disclaimer of the other claims or 
inventions disclosed. 

The Examiner has indicated that claims 1 and 1 1 are generic. However, 
Applicants respectfully submit that claims 2 and 7-1 1 are also generic. Accordingly, 
Applicants, upon the allowance of any of generic claims 1 , 2 and 7-1 1 retain the right to 
request rejoinder of the claims directed to the non-elected species as provided by 37 
C.F.R. § 1 .141 . Furthermore, Applicants reserve the right to file one or more divisional 
applications directed to the non-elected claims. 

This election is made without traverse. 
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In view of the Applicants' above election, Applicants respectfully submit that the 
Restriction Requirement has been satisfied. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully 
request examination of elected Species II, as currently recited in Claims 1, 2 and 5-11 
and shown in Figure 4, on the merits. 

In the event this paper is not being timely filed, the applicants respectfully petition 
for an appropriate extension of time.
